Receipt is acknowledged of a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) and a submission, filed on 9 June 2009. The submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because 
Applicants have improperly amended their claims, particularly claim 4. The claims submitted for prosecution on 20 August 2008, 
w ere amended properly \\ herein claims 2 and 3 were cancelled and claim 4 was amended such that it depended from independent 
claim 1 rather than cancelled claim 3. The amended set of claims submitted at the time of RCE, do not contain said amendment to 
claim 4. As such there is no indication of the previous amendment and claims 4-6, as presently amended, are improperly dependent 
from a cancelled claim (see MPEP §714 (II)(c.)). 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the prior ( M'fice action, applicant is given a 
shortened statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to submit a 
complete reply.
